The Superintending School Committee, of Swanzey, as 
required by law, submit to the Town the following Report, 
for the year ending March 10th, 1863: 
FISCAL STATISTICS. 


The amount of money appropriated to the Schools from 
taxation, this year, was $1,145.57, it being the amount 
required by law. ‘To this sum add $143.10 from the 
Literary Fund and we shall have $1,288.67 as the whole 
amount of school, money for 1862-3. ‘This was distrib- 
uted by giving to each district, $15.00, and_ dividing the 
remainder according to the valuation. 

SCHOOL STATISTICS. 


No. lL. Summer.* | This School was taught 10 weeks 
by Miss Lizzie C. Moody, Whole numberof scholars, 
26 ; average attendance, 24. It was.a very good School. 

The Winter Term of 11 weeks was taught by Miss 


* At the last Annual Meeting Dr. D. L. M. Comings was chosen 
Superintending School Committee. He visited the Summer Schools and 
is responsible for the substance of the report of the same; but entering 
the army, he resigned his office and Alonzo A. Ware, was appointed his 
suecessor, who inspected the Fall and Winter Schools.

Lizzie M. Woodward. Number of scholars, 32 ; average 
attendance, 27. Miss Woodward labored faithfully and 
with pretty good success.

Miss Josephine Lane commenced 
this school and taught 4 weeks, but was obliged to leave 
on account of sickness. Miss Sarah 8. Flagg con pleted 
the term. Both were excellent instructors, and the school 
appeared well atthe finalexamination. Length of school, — 
10 weeks. Number of scholars, 30; average attendan 
28. 

Winter. This School was also taught by Miss. Flagg. 
Term, 12 weeks. Number of scholars, 34; average at- 
tendance, 27. Though Miss Flagg is considered an able 
teacher, and the closing examination was very good, yet 
the general tenor of the school was not quite harmonious, 
and its prosperity was consequently impeded. — 


No. 11. ‘The Summer Term of 6 weeks was under the 
direction of Miss O. E. Miller. Number of scholars, 45 ; 
average attendance, 24. ‘I'he school was not what mighe 
have been desired by those interested. ‘The teacher, never 
having taught before, undertook a task, in so large a 
school, beyond her ability to execute—an error in e sues 
ment rather than of the heart. 

The Fall Term of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Abbie 
M. Burrows. Number of scholars, 47; average attendance, 
41. This teacher was deservedly popular. She mani- 
fested much energy and enthusiasm, and, receiving the 
co-operation of parents and scholars, as a natural conse- 
quence, had a wide awake school. 

The \\inter Term of 8 weeks was taught by Mr. Geo.

J. Norcross, with very good success. Number of schol- 
ars, 43 ; average attendance, 33. 
_ No. 12. Winter. This, the only term during the year, 
was taught 16 weeks by Miss Helen FE. Buffum. Her 
little school of only § scholars showed an average of 
7 7-16. Miss Buffum, though a beginner in the art of 
school teaching, has made a good beginning. All con- 
cerned appeared satisfied with the school. Four of her 
scholars considered themselves about masters of Adams’s 
Arithmetic, and as far as examined, they appeared to have 
a very good understanding of it. 


‘o. 13. The Summer School of 8 weeks was under 
‘care of Miss Julia B. Foster, one of our best instruc- 
ors. ‘She had an excellent school, and great progress was 
manifest at the final examination. Number of scholars, 
40 ; average attendance, 36. | | | 
The Winter Term of 11 weeks was taught by Miss 
Ellen S$. Keith. Number of scholars, 42; average at- 
tendance, 33. An excellent teacher and a good school. 


Of the above named twenty-seven terms of school, we 
are happy to report that nearly all have been quite suc- 
cessful. A rigid investigation into the causes of difficulty 
in some three or four would doubtless show that teachers 
have been in fault in some cases, aud perhaps parents and 
scholars in all. ‘The influence of parents over their chil- 
dren, and of the older pupils over their younger associates, 
is very great. Aresponsibility rests upon them as well as 
upon teachers, which cannot be evaded. | 

Sickness (principally canker rash and diptheria) pre- 
vailed during the winter session of schools, to an unusual 
extent in Nos. 2,5, 6,7, 11. The average attendance of 
scholars in those districts is consequently much diminish- 
ed. No less than fourteen scholars who attended our 
summer schools have since died. Aside from absences 
caused by sickness, a good degree of promptness has been 
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manifested. Cases of tardiness are quile too many, but 
much fewer than in former years. 

Attention is called to the fact that some teachers call 
the roll at 9 o’clock while others wait till after the prelim- 
inary exercises of the morning—till 10 or 15. minutes past 
9. This is wrong. If 9 o’clock is the hour for commenc- 
ing school, it should begin precisely at that time, and all 
scholars not present should be marked accordingly. If 
scholars of a larger growth were prompt at OUR BIOUs, 
political and business meetings, much fine would be 
saved : those who would be in season would know what 
to depend upon. Let this principle of punctualit r be zeal- 
ously inculcated in our common, schools, and a abit will 
be formed among our children that will extend beyond the 
school-room, and be felt in the every-day business of life. 

The use of text-books not adapted to the age or ca- 
pacity of the learner, has long been an evil in some of our 
schools. Many a boy who has gone through the routine 
of trying to read from the Fourth Reader, would have 
learned much more from the Second. In his efforts to 
pronounce the long hard words he loses sight of the idea. 
His reading is merely mechanical—neither smooth nor nat- 
ural. He loses his interest, becomes discouraged and 
never makes a good reader. ‘Thorough drilling in a> 
smaller book would soon enable him to use the larger. 
Parents should consult with teachers in regard to this 
matter. 

It is pleasant to turn from the deadly strife now raging 
in our land and contemplate our peaceful and glorions sys- 
tem of common schools. . Had this system, developed as in 
New England, been. co-extensive with our peopled area, 
we may well believe that, instead of the present rebellion, 
we should now be a united and happy nation. Motives 
of economy, as well as of patriotism and humanity, urge 
us, not only to preserve, but to develop and. perfect this 
institution bequeathed us by our fathers,
